PROMOTION PASSOVER 


Dear Sir 

I have had continuous Marine Corps 
service since May, 1941. I have never 
had office hours, a bad fitness report, 
but neither, to the best of my knowl 
edge, received an outstanding fitness 
report 

I was promoted to technical sergeant 
in December, 1950, with an MOS of 
3537. Then I passed my GMST and 
TT 3537 for master sergeant in June, 
1952. I attended the advanced Motor 
Transport School for 16 weeks in 1954 
and finished third in a class of 20. Also 
I attended NCO Leadership School, fin 
ishing 13/47 

Recently, five men in the 3500 field 
with whom I have previously worked 
and who are, I believe, all good Ma 
rines, were promoted to master sergeant 
in June, 1952, or have been promoted 
since that date. All these men were 
junior to me in time of service and date 
of rank. This leaves me a little in the 
dark so I'll ask a couple questions 

Why were those men promoted ahead 
of me? Did they do something out 
standing? I would like to know what 
they did in their performance of duties 
that got them ahead so quickly 

In my case, I am a school trained 
3516 and am performing duties in the 
3516 field, yet I still have a 3537 MOS

“The worst williwaw, since I've been 
here, hit 125 miles per hour,” Technical 
Sergeant Edward J. Pickering, a two 
year resident of the Adak barracks, 
said. “We had to put all the sentries 
on walking posts in the lee of build 
ings, but the posts were maintained.” 
Vehicles which couldn't be stored in 
doors were also left to weather the willi 
waw on the lee-side of buildings. Wind 
as a meteorological element, is rated 
severe throughout the island chain, 
mostly because the region is on the 
nain storm track 

Adak Marines have developed a ca 
pacity for tall claims. They have a 
candidate for the “worst walking post 
in the Marine Corps.”

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Dear Sir: 

If I were Commandant, I would 
cause the Marine division bands to 
be formally reorganized into a com- 
bination of three 20-piece bands, one 
29-piece band, and one 25-piece 
drum and bugle corps. 

The three 20-piece bands would be 
components of the Division Band but 
would be trained to provide inde- 
pendent well-rounded field bands 
which could be allocated to the in- 
fantry regiments on a temporary or 
continuing basis as the situation dic- 
tated. The 29-piece band and_ the 
drum and bugle corps would normal- 
ly remain with the Division Head- 
quarters and share commitments for 
the artillery regiments and separate 
battalions. Any or all of the com- 
ponents could be combined when cere- 
monies at division level or public ap- 
pearances Ww arranted., 

The advantages of flexibility, and 
the esprit amongst the infantry regi- 
ments which might be engendered are 
considered to justify the slight in- 
crease of personnel involved. The 
proposed organization would provide 
for bands with the infantry where the 
“fighting heart” of the Corps is, and 
where martial airs will be most effec- 
tive and appropriate. 

In addition to these advantages, ex- 
perience in World War II and Korea 
has shown that a small field band is 
not only adequate at regimental level 
but in many cases, because of the 
limited parade ground space avail- 
able, more desirable than a_ large 
band. Further, the composition pro- 
posed would be more readily adjust- 
able to situations of wide dispersal 
such as the Third Marine Division has 
recently found itself, and such as 
might be expected from modern con- 
cepts of employment of Marine divi- 
sions.

Dear Sir: 

If I were Commandant, I would 
authorize the payment of a special 
uniform allowance to those master 
sergeants appointed to the ranks of 
sergeant major or first sergeant.

If I were Commandant, I would 
make some changes in the training of 
enlisted office personnel and other en- 
listed men who have duties which re- 
quire that most of their time be spent 
in a specific job other than formal 
training.

JULY 1 IMPORTANT DATE FOR POTENTIAL NAVAL ACADEMY APPOINTEES FROM MC & MCR... 
Young men contempiéting joining the Marine ‘orps with the intention 
of applying for ent ance to the Naval Academy should do so before 
July 1 in order to we ~ eligible for entrance to the Academy in the 
Fall of 1957. 

The law authorizes the appointment of 160 enlisted men from 
the Regular Navy and Marine Corps each year, the men to be 
selected on the basis of their standing on the Naval Academy 
Entrance Examinations. The mental and physical requirements 
are the same as for any other candidates for midshipmen. 

SERVICE REQUIREMENTS: Applicant must have had at least one 


year of service by July 1 of the »_year of admission to the Academy: 
Applicant must have obligated service to July 1 of the year of 
admission to the Academy. 

ENTRANCE EXAMS: Commence the last Wednesday in March of each 
year. Exams consist of the Subst tantiating examination when the 
applicant presents an acceptable secondary school certificate or 
the regular entrance exam if he has no certificate. 

Enlisted men who fulfill the age (17 to not more than 22 years 
of age on July 1 of the calendar year the candidate enters the 
Academy) and aforementioned Service requirements should apply to 
their C.0.S aS Soon aS possible for information regarding 
assignment to the Preparatory pohool for the Naval Academy 


SELECTION. OF CAND [DATES FOR PREPARATORY SCHOOL: Made on the 
basis of a Navy-Marine C orpS-wide examination in July to those men 
recommended by their C.0.'s. Subjects covered by the examination: 
algebra, plane geometry, U.S. History and English. 

To be recommended, 4 man must have satisfactorily completed 


three years of a high school course or its equivalent. A minimum 
of two years of higher algebra or plane cree pe or a year of 
both must also have been satisfactorily completed. 

Only men assigned to the Preparatory School are eligible to 
compete for appointments to the Naval Academy from the Regular 
Service made by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Men failing the Naval Academy entrance examination will be 
made available for reassignment and will be required to serve out 
their terms of enlistment. 

NOTE TO RECRUITERS: The July 1 date should be an important point 
in interviews with high school graduates who are contemplating 
enlisting in the Marine Corps.

The Secretary

ELIGIBILITY: In addition to meeting required mental and 
physical requirements for admission to the Naval Academy, a 
Reservist must:

Since June 50, 
1955, and until recently, the maximum time limit on GI and FHA 
Loans had been 25 years. 

The VA and FHA emphasize that although 30 years is now the 
maximum maturity of government-backed home loans, the final 
decision a5 to the terms of the loans is subject to agreement 
between the borrowers and the private lenders making the loans. 

Minimum down payment on GI loans is_ two per cent; for FHA 
in-service loans, five per cent. The two per cent requirement 
added to the sliding scale percentage required for regular 
FHA-insured loans remains in effect 

VA and FHA stated that the reduced volume of home building has 
lessened the hazard of over-extension of credit to the point 
where the 30-year maximum maturity again. may be permitted.

Service planes. 

Rates for the new insurance are much lower than the type 
previously sold at MATS terminals. A $12,500 policy now costs 
SO¢ and is good for the length of an authorized trip anywhere in 
the U. S. or overseas.
